The.scratching of the hens, she said, 
caused water.to flow under tl.e founda- 
tion of her horhe and the crowing of 
the roosters awakened her early and 
kept her awake.

Directors Are Considering 
Plan to Keep Their Heat 
to Themselves. 














Directors of the Merchants’ Exchange 
are considering what shall be done to 
keep the Pierce Building from sapping 
the heat of the Exchange Building. 
This has been done, it is charged, to an 
extent which may le..d to a divorce of 
the two buildings, new wedded by a 
wide connecting corridor. But why 
anyone should want to conserve heat 
at this time of year tenants of the 
Pierce building connot understand. 

Even since the Pierce building was 
reared and the Exchange Building was 
opened to connect with it, a strong 
draught has swept through the joint 
corridor. It has always gone in the 
same direction and has carried the Ex- 
change’s heat in winter into the newer 
and bigger building, leaving the tenants 
of the older building suffering with 
cold. 

Instead of being grateful for the heat, 
some of the Pierce Building tenants, 
fire insurance egents, have complained 
that the draught would be dangerous in 
case of a fire. To meet this objection 
and to avoid the necessity of closing the 
corridor, the Exchange directors are 
considering suggestions for installing 
fire prevention apparatus. 

H. C. Henley, chief inspector of the 
Fire Prevention Bureau, has advised 
that a system of sprinkling pipes and 
kan automatic fire alarm be installed in 
the Exchange Building between the roof 
and the ceiling, over the exchange floor. 

This suggestion has been opposed by 
some of the directors because of fear 
that an accident might mar the mural 
paintings which decorate the interior of 
the exchange hall. This hall, still one 
of the show places of St. Louis, was 
for many years the scene of the Veiled 
Prophet's ball. 

To meet their objections, Henley has 
Suggested the use of a dry pipe ap- 
paratus, or pipes leading through the 
attic, over the painted ceiling, to the 
ground to connect with.fire engines. 
With this he would combine an auto- 
matic air power apparatus which should 
scrve as a fire alarm, being released at 
16) degrees of heat. 

The opening between the buildings is 
considered a public convenience an4 
the exchange directors and those 0o* 
the office structure are anxilops to con- 
tinue it, Storm doors, installed in the 
Exchange Building last winter, did 
much to lessen the: suction and keep 
the exchange and its tenants warm.

Lord and Lady Liangattock, the par- 
ents of Rolla, did not witness the acci- 
dent. They were yachting along the 
coast and put in at Poole, near Bourne- 
mouth this morning intending to attend 
the aviation meeting but postponed go- 
ing until afternoon. 

Audemars, the Swiss aviator, had a 
close shave while making a trial flight 
above the Bournemouth field. His mono- 
plane overturned and descended swiftly 
to the ground, but he escaped without 
injury. 

Immediately after the result of Rolls’ 
accident was known the committee an- 
nounced that flying would be suspended 
for the day, 

Captain, the Honorable Charles Street 
Rolls, was 33 years.old, and was one 
of the most popular young allround 
sportsmen in England. At ballooning, 
at motoring and later in the field of 
aviation, he had distinguished himself 
by hig utter fearlessness. 

Undoubtedly his crowning feat was 
his round trip across the channel be- 
tween Dover and Calais in a Wright bi- 
plane. Two Frenchmen, Louis Bleriot 
and Count de Lesseps, already had 
crossed the channel, and Hubert La- 
tham had almost. succeeded.

McCermack Leses Temper, 
McCormack was angered by the tes- 
timony of Sergt. William V. Jeans that 
he saw former Patrolman Nicolay hand 
the lieutenant a white “expense en- 
velope”’ one night at Forest Park High- 
lands, during the pelice benefit of 1908. 
McCormack, meeting Jeans in the cor- 
ridor after the hearing, denouneed him 
as a liar. Jeans retorted with the epi- 
thet of “scoundrel,” according to wit- 
nesses, who prevented physical hostili- 
ties. Botn have been directed to maxe 
reports of the encounter. 

Healy bitterly assailed McCor- 
mack as the author of his misfor- 
tunes, averring that McCormack 
made him secretary of the assocta- 
tion to use him as a tool, taught 
him how to garble his books and 
tutored him in the distribution of 
“expense money.” 

McCormack retorted 
ported Healy for secretary because 
Chief Campbell had assigned him to 
walk a beat. 

“Healy was a little fellow, and the 
prospect of walking a beat scared 
him to death,” said McCormack. 

“That is not true,” hissed Healy. 
McCormack was about to reply when 
President Matt G. Reynolds. ex- 
claimed: “Stop that!’ 

Healy Was Alarmed. 

Healy testified that McCormack 
expressed alarm -when Capt. Mans- 
field, last January, expressed a wish 
to examine the books of the asso- 
ciation, and that McCormack tried 
to prevail on Mansfield to limit the 
investigation to the last three years. 

‘*‘Looks like’ trouble ahead,’ ”’ 
Healy said McCormack told him. “ ‘I 
guess we'll both lose our jobs.’”’ 

McCormack retorted that Healy 
telephoned him, asking whether the 
expert accountant at work on the 
association books could be “fixed.”’ 
McCormack replied in the negative, 


he said. 
Healy made an emphatic denial that 


he profited personally by the $13,000 
shortage in the police fund. 

“T am indicted on six counts,” said 
the former secretary, “of taking $13,- 
000 which I never took and which 
this $285 of McCormack’s led up to. 
It is that and the thefts of other 
men, together with my foolishness in 
smearing up the books to protect 
them, which placed me where I am,” 

Says He Paid the $285. 

McCormack testified positively that 
he paid to Healy the $285 in question 
and took Healy’s receipt for it. In 
reply to a question McCormack said 
he had been unable to find this re- 
ceipt, although he had searched his 
house for it. MzCormack also denied 
receiving “expense money” from 
Hlealy or anyone else. 

Nicolay and Special Policeman 
John Dunigan, former treasurer of 
the association, testified that Mc- 
Cormack did not receive “expense

Major for Governor in 1912. 

Major’s fight on the harvester and 
beef trusts are given by his friends as 
reasons why he would make a candidate 
of exceptional strength. 

It is said by Democrats that Major 
will turn back into the State treasury 
practically all his contingent fund of 
$25,000 and that he will show a great 
saving in the allowance of $100,000 for 
his department. 

Another reason urged by the Demo- 
crats in Major’s favor is that he has 
not been actively identified with any of 
the party factions. 

It is declared that many Circuit 
judges and lawyers throughout the 
State, familiar with Major's work in 
the anti-trust cases, regard his record 
as exceptional] and that just now he 
is a logical candidate for the nomina- 
tion. 





Ball Still Is Boomed, 

Major lives in Pike County, the 
home of Col. Dave Ball, another as- 
pirant for the Democratic guberna- 
torial nomination. 

Notwithstanding his defeat two 
years ago, Ball’s friends insist he 
still is popular with the Democratic 
rank and file. ‘ 

In the race against Cowherd, Ball 
carried practically 75 counties, but this 
lead was overcome by his opponent in 
St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph. 

Ball contended that the large voie 
polled against him in the cities was the 
result of trickery and fraud. 

Stephens a Possibility. 

E. W. Stephens of Columbia is also 
a gubernatorial possibility. 

Attorney-General Major, in Jefferson 
City Monday, iold a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter over the telephone that he has 
not considered the gubernatorial situa- 
tion. : 

‘There are a thousand Democrats in 
this State better fitted for the office 
than I am,” said Major. ‘I have given 
no thought to the suggestion of my 
friends.”’ 

It is suggested that if the party lead- 
ers concentrate on Major they could 
eliminate Ball from the field of State 
politics. Ball's critics attribute the loss 
of the State in 1908 to his failure to ac- 
cept, complacently, the result of the 
primary in which he was defeated by 
William S. Cowherd of Kansas City. 

Stephens Popular in Country. 

E. W. Stephens has been developing 
considerable strength as a gubernatoria! 
possibility. He is chairman of the Press 
Committee of the Democratic State 
Committee and has held harmony meet- 
ings of the editors in the different con- 
gerssional districts. He is popular with 
the country néwspaper men. 

A boom has also been started for C. 
M. Hayes of Fulton for Attorney- 
General. It probably will be launched 
at the campaign rally in Fulton, Aug. 
1, at which David R. Francis and James 
A. Reed, rival senatorial candidates, 
will speak. 

Champ Clark, who expects to be the 
next Speaker of the national House if 
the Democrats win in the November 
election, will make his first speech since 
his return to Missouri, at Bowling 
Green, Tuesday night. His fellow towns- 
men have arranged a banquet.

BANK VAULT LOCK IN ALTON 
HAS ONE MONDAY OFF, THEN 
INSISTS ON TAKING ANOTHER 


Opens Readily on Tuesday, 
After Locksmith Has Been 
Summoned to Aid. 


The nature-fake virus, which has hith- 
erto attacked only the animal and vege- 
table kingdoms of Alton, has now inoc- 
ulated the molecules of lifeless metals. 
This startling scientific fact became 
known Tuesday through the mischievous 
behavior of a safety deposit vault in 
the Citizens’ National Bank.

THE SQUARE DEAL IN GAS. ° 
Councilman Schutz hits beyond the mark when 
he rejects the Laclede Gas Light Co.’s offer as 
practically of no value. The company offers an 
80-cent rate to consumers of less than 10,000 feet 
a month and a 60-cent rate to consumers of more 
than that amount. When natural gas is pumped 


cents to consumers of more than 5000 feet a 
month and at 50 cents for less. 

Artificial gas at 60 and 80 cents would be a 
small advantage over present prices, but nat- 
ural gas at 35 and 50 cents would mean a large 
saving in gas and fuel bills for St. Louisans. It 
would represent a cut in oxcess of 50 per cent 
in gas and the economical use of gas for manu- 
facturing purposes, Nothing is gained by unfair- 
ness toward the company. 

Whether prices ranging from 60 to 80 cents for 
artificial gas and from 35 to 50 cents for natural 
gas are reasonable can only be determined in the 
light of full information of the cost of manufac- 
turing or piping and distributing the gas. The 
only sound basis for determining reasonable 
prices is knowledge of the cost. In the serving 
of natural gas distance from the field, the con- 
ditions of piping and the uncertainty of the sup- 
ply must be taken into consideration. 

In consideration of this offer, the Laclede wants 
the standard of quality changed from candle 
power to heat unfts and the privilege of fixing a 
minimum charge of 560 cents a month. The 
change from the candle power to the- thermal 
unit is entirely proper. The question of permit- 
ting a minimum fixed charge should be carefully 
considered from the standpoint of cost to the 
poorer consumers. The facts of consumption and 
sound business judgment should govern the de- 
cision.

ing of the grant on the present franchise of 
the Laclede, which the City Counselor says will 
expire in 1917, should be considered. The Post- 
Dispatch believes monopoly is economical and 
inevitable in public utilities, but we believe that 
it should be regulated for the protection of the 
public from monopoly oppression. We believe 
that the Laclede, in common with all other public 
utility companies, should be regulated, and that 
the State Legislature has the power to regulate 
it, regardless of its claims to immunity. We do 
not believe that any public service corporation 
under any charter will be able to escape fair 
legal regulation. But the offer of the Laclede 
may afford an opportunity to regulate it, or at 
least to obtain guarantees of reasonable prices 
for gas of any kind jn the future. 

We are willing that the Laclede shall have fair 
profits, all risks and conditions of service con- 
sidered, but the reciprocal demand for fair guar- 
antees for the protection of the public is just. 
Everything possible should be done to obtain 
cheap gas on the best terms. Let us have a 
square deal for the future.

From the Philadelphia Press. 

At the suggestion of the Treasury De- 
partment Congress practiced one little 
economy at the last session by making 
no appropriation for distributing silver 
dollars and subsidiary coin throughout 
the country. Hereafter the banks, de- 
partment stores and other 4arge agencies 
which need a good deal of change will 
have to pay expressage on it. 

Last year the Government’s profit on 
the coinage of subsidiary silver and 
minor coinage was $6,647,895. It cost the 
Government just $95,000 to express it 
around, or less than 1% per cent of its 
profit in coining this convenient but in- 
ferior money. It distributed in subsid- 
fary silver in this way $36,058,567, 

Cutting off the appropriation for the 
transportation of subsidiary coin will 
save our Government this $95,000 next 
vear, but if it discourages the wide 
distribution and circulation of silver 
and bronze products of the Government 
mint it will be to the disadvantage of 
both the people and the Government. 
The various distributing agencies wil) 
pay for what they need, gnd no more. 
Every $100 which they receive will, with 
the expressage added, cost them more 
than $100, yet they can’t pass it for over 
$100 and must pay the cost themselves or 
Go without the change. 

As the Government is the manufactur- 
er of silver coinage and bronze pennies 
on which it makes an enormous profit, 
it certainly looks like false economy to 
restrict the circulation of its product 
by refusing to pay a relatively sma]! ex- 
pressage on its distribution. Rather it 
is its interest to encourage the dis- 
tribution of these useful coins, as the 
more of them it can get into circulation 
the greater its profit.

Speaker of House of Dele- 


gates to Go on Vacation, 
Leaving Deadlock. 


LEGALITY IS DOUBTED 


Lawmaker Denies City’s 
Right to Accept Approach- 
es From Busch. 


Although Mayor Kreismann and the 
Council are postponing their official 
vacations pending settlement of the 
Free Bridge railroad approach ques- 
tion, Speaker Rombauer of the House 
of Delegates declared Tuesday that 
nothing would keep him in St. Louis 
after next Monday. He has set that 
day for his departure on a fishing 
journey to Colorado. 

As his contribution to the settle- 
ment of the ‘question, Rombauer will 
leave behind him an imposing array 
of thirty questions,’ ostensibly direct- 
ed to the city Law: Department, bear- 


ing on the offer of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway (Busch line) to build the 
bridge approachés. 

Rombauer Prepares. Questions. 

In ‘various forms the Rombauer 
questions, will dény ‘the city’s power 
to control the approaches if the 
Busch line owns -.them, or to allow 
the Busch line an interest in their 
ownership if the title to them is 
vested in the city. He states the 
dilemma in this’ form: 

Are the railroad-approaches to 

the Free Bridge ta be part of 

the bridge, ang owned by the 
city, or are théy to be part of 
the railroad which ‘builds them? 

If they be part:‘of the bridge, 
has the -city authority to per- 
mit their ownership to vest ina 
private individual or corporation? 

If they are part of the railroad 
which builds them, what author- 
ity has the city. to engage in the 
railroad business by attempting 
to control their operation and 
earnings? 

Rombatiér Attacks Councilmen. 

Further conferences between members 
of the House of Delegates and _ the 
Council, it is believed, would only in- 
crease the present breach. 

In the conference of assemblymen, 
representatives of the Busch road and 
Mayor Kreismann in the city hall Mon- 
day, Speaker Rombauer made a fierce 
attack on Councilmen, Gundlach, Schaei- 
derhahn and Schutz. 

The Speaker charged the councilmen 
with seeking self-aggrandizement, and 
declared they had worked secretly on 
the proposition from the Busch road. 

These charges the Speaker made in a 
“memorial’’ he read to the conferees. 
Attached to the memorial, Speaker 
Rombauer announced, were the Rpe 
questions. 

If the memorial is sent to the City 
Counselor with the law points, it will 
become a part: of the official records 
of that department, and will remain a 
permanent - statement of wRat the 
Speaker of the House of Delegates 
thought of three councilmen. 

When Councilman Schutz attempted to 
regiy to Speaker Rombauer's allegations, 
he had difficulty in obtaining recogni- 
tion from.Mayor Kreismann, who pre- 
sided. 

Schutz Replies to Speaker. 

Gouncilman Sehutz declared that 
Speaker Rombauer and Delegate Hilden- 
brandt had been kept informed of the 
negotiations between members of the 
Council and officers of the Busch road. 

As a compromise, Speaker Rombauer 
agreed to permit the Busch road’s offer 
to be presented to the Coincil and go 
to a committee before adjournment. The 
Assembly could then be reconvened Aug. 
‘56, he suggested, and pass or defeat the 
measure as Was seen fit. 

This suggestion was not adopted 
“by a formal vote and it is believed 
that the Council will play a lone 
hand. 

_ Speaker Rombauer’s views of the 
Busch road's offer to build approaches 
to the free bridge are not shargd by 
San members of the House of Dele- 
gates.

WASHINGTON, July 12.—It is ‘‘back 
to the farm’’ for Representative Hull 
of Iowa, who was recently defeated for 
renomination: He has betaken. himself 
to his big plantation down along the 
Potomac in Virginia. This farm, which 
eonsists of about 4000 acres, was one of 
the things that contributed to Mr.

The woman, 
unnerved by her narrow escape, faint- 
ed over the body. 

Tripoli, who is belfeved,to have become 
suddenly insane because of excessive 
heat, began to show signs of derange- 
ment yesterday morning.

Justice Moody will announce his re- 
tirement from the Supreme Court bench 
before November, when the special law 
enacted for. him expires, 

President Taft has net decided wheth- 
er he will appoint the three new justices 
this fall and call an extra session of 
the Senate or wait until the regular 
session in December. His present incli- 
nation is against calling an extra ses- 
-sion. The President figures that as the 
Standard Oil, Tobacco and corporation 
cases cannot come up until November, 
little time would be saved by one, but 
he has not decided against it. He is 
thinking it over. 

The President in making his appoint- 
ments to the Supreme Court bench is 
inclined to promote men from the Fed- 
eral district and circuit benches. The 
eighth circuit, west of the Mississippi, 
is the most clamorous with candidates. 
There are Judges Sanborn, Vandeven- 
ter and Hock. But all of these have sat 
in at least one of the important cases, 
and for that reason are probably barred. 

Lloyd W, Bowers, Solicitor-General of 
the United States, is one of the most 
probable appointees, President Taft does 
not believe that Bowers’ participation 
through the department affects his eli- 
gibility, 

Outside of that, the only ones sug- 
gested to the President for appoint- 
ment range in age from 78 to 77 years, 
and Mn Taft has made up his mind 
that if he is to have the making of the 
Supreme.Court he will make one that 
will last 2% least one generation. 


GARFIELD OUTLINES CAMPAIGN 


CLEVELAND, O., July 12.—James R. 
Garfield, former Secretary of the In- 
terior, Jn a speech before the newly 
formed progressive Republican organ- 
ization of Cleveland, set forth the plat- 
form wpon which the insurgent element 
ot thé Republican party will enter the 
fall Campaign in this State.

OGER BRESNAHAN’S twirlers are not nearly coming up 
to expectations, and as a result of inferior pitching, games 
that could be won with the aid of ordinary slabwork, are 


being lost daily. 


Only the betterment of the staff is needed to 


enable the Cardinals to raise their standing in the race. 


As early as last March in Little 
Rock it was predicted that the Car- 
dinals would prosper if the pitching 
proved good. Until recently the twirl- 
ing was fair and the Cardinals threat- 
ened to break into the first division. 

Within the last. few weeks, though, 
the pitchers have failed Bresnahan 
and now it is a fight to keep the 
Doves of Boston, the team’s present 
attraction, from passing the locals.

The most regrettable feature of the 
falldown of the pitchers is the fact that 
almost every member of the staff has 
been hit by the slump at the same time.

But Haymarket tactics are 
of an epoch ago and the men of that 
era are as obsolete as the Monitor and 
the Merrimac. Condon was a fighter 
and, in his time, a winner; but his day 
is past and his reputation if against 
any chance that he will ever lift his 
head. 


One Chance for Racing. 

HEN racing comes back in Mis- 
W souril, and in Illinois too, prob- 

ably, it will be on a new plane 
—one that seems almost impossible of 
achievement. Old-timers still belleve 
in a chance to restore it on the old 
baais. An enterprising young fellow is 
trying to get it back on the statute 
books of Missouri through an initiative 
and referendum vote. What the gentle- 
man’s reason for his enthusiasm over 
the prospect may be is not known; but 
he thinks he has a chance to reintro- 
duce the game with the pari-mutuel 
betting system. This is a mild enough 
form of enjoyment to deserve success; 
but it is doorrsed to fallure from tiie 
outset. The vote can no more carry the 
State than Tom Thumb could have 
filled Atlas’ job. 

Judge Joseph Murphy had the right 
idea of what would be an acceptable 
modus vivendi between lovers of the 
horse and the legislators. Murphy 
wanted to form a club, one of the ob- 
jects of which was to promote horse- 
racing. Only members could enter 
horses in the racing events and mem- 
bership was to be restricted to reliable 
persons. The betting angle was not 
even considered. On this basis the 
game might have found a foothold and 
eventually the strict attitude of the 
authorities toward wagering might have 
been moderated. The money making 
side of the sport being abolished, the 
game would have been clean and the 
money grabbing that has been at the 
root of all racing troubles would net 
have been continually causing unpleas- 
ant odors. But the proposition fell 
through—fio support. 

More Sport, Less Business. 
ROMOTERS ought to look back and 
~ remember all sports that have be- 
come business prepositions today, 
Started as sport purely, and not as 
money-making enterprises. The racing 
has been distasteful to the 
general public; perhaps the racing sport 
might be more acceptable. And indeed. 
if there are so many persons who love 
horseracing for itself, as those crying 
aloud for the restoration of the gare 
say there are, there should be very little 
trouble finding support. But the sport 
will not come back at the beck of the 
bookie—he'’s a drifting hulk -n the 
tide today, no port in sight, and no 
steerage way to get there, if a haven 
could be found. 

The spirit which made the racing cbda- 
ditions of other days possible has bean 
crowded into desert fastnesses, into the 
Renos, Goldfields and out-of-the-way 
corners of the world, where conditions 
and life are still what city folks call 
primitive. 

The gambling spirit is no longer in 
line with the will ef the mrajority.
